DIABOLICAL TRAGEDY. 


The Killing of Catherine Qlngr Near 


Mlnne apolis. 


4wfol Crime Injtlffftted by Harry Haywmrd, 


A YOUHK Soolety Man—Seutenoed to

The killing of Miss Catherine Glnj? 


Dear Minneapolis last December was 
one of the most skillfully planned 
srimes the facts in which have been 
put on record. 
Harry Hayward, who 


has just been convicted of murder in 
first degree, has charge of the flat 
building- in which the victim resided, 
his father being the owner. Harry had 
been paying attentions to her for 
months, and it was supposed they -were 
engaged. 
She borrowed from him 


nioney to bo used in carrying- on her 
business as a dressmaker, and turned 
over to him as security policies of in- 
surance on her own life for ten thou- 
sand dollars. 
The expectation of being 


ible to obtain this money, which larg-e- 
'.y exceeded tno amount loaned, -was 
the incentive to the crime. 


Clans Eli-it, engineer of, the flats, al- 


ready was in the power of Hayward, 
having fired a barn at his instigation. 
Ho was induced to commit the actual 
murder, which was planned by Hay- 
ivard, who took Miss Gring out riding 
in a bnggy she had hired, and ex- 
ohangcd places with his tool al, a place 
appointed. Blist shot her, threw th6 
body oub, turned the horse loose, and 
returned to the flats, where he ro- 
^Imrftod tho revolver with another kind 
of cartridge. 
Meanwhile 
Hayward 


hurried back to town and laid tho 
foundation for a plea of alibi bj- ap- 
pearing In several public places, one of 
which was the theater with a yoilng 
lady as companion. 
When the death 


was reported to him he at once visited 
the police station, where he stated his 
belief that Miss Ging- had been murdered 
and disclosed the fact that he had lent 
her money on her life insurance polices. 


IIayward was suspected and arrested 


tho day following, but his plans had 
been laid so deftly that he was released 
after a, severe examination which lasted 
thirteen hours. He had, however, con- 
Qded his intention to his brother Adry, 
who told a bachelor 
friend' that

evidence was so strong that on the first 
ballot the jury unanimously found him 
guilty of murder, though the defense 
was conducted by the noted criminal 
lawyer, William Erwin, who was en- 
gaged to defend the rioters at Homc- 
etead and the 
conspiracy 
charged 


against Debs, and had received a cash 
fee of between 820,000 and $25,000 to de- 
fend his client IIayward. 


Perhaps the most singular feature of 


this diabolical tragedy was tho con- 
fldcnce which Harry IIayward reposed 
In his brother Adry some two weeks 
before the murder was committed. 
It 


was all the more singular as there 
would appear to have been n consider- 
able amount of ill-feeling between 
them. It is strange, too, that the idea 
of hypnotism should have cropped out. 
During the trial Adry spoke of a mys- 
terious Influence that Harry had ex- 
erted over him; possibly Blixt would 
have told a similar story if the barn- 
burning case had been under investiga- 
tion, and when the prisoner offered to 
play a game of cards with a deputy 
while tho jury was considering its ver- 
dict thadeputy said: "I'llcome in there 
and pla}', Harry, if you'll promise not 
to hynotize me." Of one thing there is 
no doubt. The prisoner did not hypno- 
tize the judge or any member of tho 
jury. The court intimated that there 
could1 be no verdict of guilty less than 
murder in the first degree, aud in 
structed that if the jury found Harry 
did incite, as charged, "vour verdict 
will be guilty." No exceptions were 
taken to this, each bide being satisfied 
with its fairness, but under it ILiywarcl 
was found guilty, and will have to suf- 
fer the extreme penalty of tho law, 
which he richly deserves.

Fnr Ycsn Worth Had BMB th« Autocrat 


of F«mlDlne FMbinDfc 


Charles Frederick Worth, the famous 


man-milliner of Paris, who died March 
11, was born in England at the little 
town of Bourne, Lancashire. His par- 
ents wanted to make a printer of him, 
but he early evinced a distaste to -what 
his parents regarded as worlc and went 
to London. There he obtained a posi- 
tion with a dry goods firm, and within 
a year was in the employ of Swan & 
Edgar, the Hegent street drapers. Here 
he attracted the attention of some of 
the firm's buyers by his peculiar taste in 
dress. According to the generally ac- 
cepted story it was their commenda- 
tions which caused him to go to Paris,

tut there ivere those who said a woman 
at that time swayed him and took him 
to Paris. This story was at one time so 
well believed in England that neither 
tho queen nor any of tho royal family 
•would patronize him nfter he became 
famous. Soon after his arrival In Paris 
he became connected with the firm of 
Gagelin & Co. When the Franco-Ger- 
man war broke out Worth had hard 
work to keep his head above water.

95,000 quite a small price for a gown, 
eves at the beginning of his career, 
and the people who patronized him paid 
it gladly. 
Worth's peculiarities ren- 


dered htm singularly distasteful to most 
men with whom ho was thrown in con- 
tact, but he was o groat favorite with 
his customers. 
For thoso who were his 


special favorities he would spend days 
over a dress. Sitting, gorgeously attired, 
with his head on his hand, ho would 
have the customer pose for him and, like 
n musician conducting his own opera, 
would rise and with great gestures ex- 
plain his conceptions. 
He never de- 


signed dresses. 
Ho "dreamed" them. 


Perfumes ho abominated. 
lie would 


permit none of his employes to use 
them and would almost go into hyster- 
ics if one of his customers had perfume 
about her. Tho queen of England 
would never tolerate him and would 
not permit his name to be mentioned In 
her presence. Thi; prohibition extended 
to his work and if a Worth costume got 
into her majesty's drawing-room it was 
not paraded as such.

MOVABLE TABERNACLE. 


Pecullnr Structure Designed by an Evan- 


ffollat In Iowa. 


One of the most unique houses of 


worship ever erected In Iowa, or possi- 
bly in this country, st.inds at 1448 West 
avenue, Burlington, In. It is Missiona- 
ry J. B. Crawford's movable tabernacle. 
The structure is made of iron and 
wood on a steel frame. It is built in 
sections, 8 by 0 feet In size, each sec- 
tion being hinged so as to fold into a 
space of 8 by 4>f feet. 
Each section is 


numbered to aid in fitting the parts to- 
gether. 
The outside of this unique 


edifice is of corrugated iron, and the 
Interior is lined with hard pine. The 
walls and .sides are erected on a steel 
frame, which can itself be taken apart 
and placed in a small compass. The in- 
terior of the building is lighted by 
windows, \vhi«h slip into the lining of

stoves, so arranged as to take in all tho

during1 transportation.

building has folding benches which 
will seat about 600 people.

the building is in pieces this derrick 
forms the wagon bed on which tho sec- 
tions are loaded for transportation. 


Mr, Crawford, who invented and con- 


structed tho building, has been in tho 
missionary work in Dos Molnes county, 
la., for live years, having graduated 
from Moody's institute in Chicago, and 
has been doing somo excellent work 
since, lie has found in his travels 
through 
tho 
country many places 


whuru the people wanted services, but 
had no hall or room largo enough for 
tlie purpose, and in many cases no 
room at nil. Tho idea of such a build- 
ing as tho one heroin described oc- 
curred to him, and he was not long In 
drawing up the plans and putting them 
into execution. The building can be 
"knocked down," packed up, trans- 
ported 
into another township and 


erected by two men in less than throe 
days at a cost of less than §12. It is so 
arranged that it can be set up on any 
kind of ground, rolling or level. Mr. 
Crawford says this building will settle 
a very perplexed question of evangel- 
ical woi-k in the poorer portions oi the 
cities, where rents are high. 
Tho 


building can bo transported to somo 
vacant lot, set up and tho services held 
with very little expense, and ho thinks 
his idea will be adopted by other mis- 
sionaries in a short time. The cost of 
the building was about S500.

TELLING THE STORY. 


Witnesses in Court fielating Points 


In til9 Killing of Louis 


Wilson. 


Oliver Moreland Loaned George Tucker 


The RevolTor—What Tucker Said 


After the Shooting. 


From Tliursdny's Dally. 


In the circuit court last evening, much 


to tho surprise of the court and specta- 
tors, the attorneys secured an accepta- 
ble jury in the case of The People vs. 
George Tucker, on trial for the murder 
of Louia Wilson. 
The jurymen 
are

Tho opening statement on behalf of 


the prosecution was made by Attorney 
C. C. LeEorgee, who covered in part the 
wholo story of tho killing, and aaid the 
state expected to show that Tucker 
wont to the dance armed and intending 
to rmiko trouble. 


Attorney J. M. Gray for the defense 


outlined tho defense, declaring thnt the 
latal shot was fired by Tucker when ha 
believed himself in great bodily injury. 


KVIDEHOK I>OH TTH PEOPLI. 


Jack Cnvanaugh, a resident of South 


Colfax street, was the first witness. Ha 
testified that George Tucker, the de- 
Pendant, came to hia house on tho even- 
ng of the killing to see Oliver Morelaod 
who was stopping there. It was then 
about 7 o'clock. Tucker had a taik with 
Moreland and asked him to go to the 
Wilson dauce with him. Tucker bor- 
rowed Morolaiid's revolver and then 
went away. Between 12 ,and 1 o'clock 
;he same night Tucker came back to the 
30USO and called for Moreland. I got 
up, and so did Moreland. 
I heard 


Tucker say to Moreland: "By G—d, I 
shot her off." "Did you kill anyone?" 
was asked. "I don't know,'' was tho 
reply. The witness identified the re- 
volver shown him aa the same one bor- 
rowed from Moreland. 


Oliver Moreland testified substantially 


to what Cavanaugh had stated. 
Wit- 


ness said Tucker wanted him to go to 
the dance with him. 
Refused to go. 


Tucker went to tho door, and witness 
remained 
standing 
near 
the stove. 


Tucker called witness to the door and 
borrowed the revolver. 
Witness asked 


Tucker what he waa going to do out 
there, and then advised him to go over 
tho hill and go to bed. It was after 12 
o'clock the samo night when Tucker re- 
turned, when he said he had shot one of 
the Wilson boys. 


Mr. and Mrs. William Hays, who re- 


side 
on 
South 
Paanklin 
street, 


testified that Tucker came to their 
house at 
7 
o'clock 
in 
the even- 


ing of the 
killing, and said he was 


going to see his girl. He returned at 
about 11 o'clock the same night, and Mr. 
Hays let him in. It was very cold, and 
while Tucker eat by the fire he said he 
had shot one of the Wilson boys, and 
had hurt him pretty bad. 
He weut 


away, and later the officers who had 
arrested him stopped at the house to get 
warm, Wilson was told that poaaibly 
Wilson was not badly hurt, and Wilson 
thonsaidhe couldn't help it, or some- 
thing to that effect. 


Ores Keefe, who waa at the dance 


at the Wilson brothers' home, where 
Louis Wilson was shot, testified that he 
BIIW Tucker there the night of the trag- 
udy, and that ho (Wilson) danced on the 
number which tho witness had bought, 
Witness went into details as to the place 


nd was asked to toll all ha knew about 


tho dance and who were thore. When 
court opened thia 
afternoon 
young 


Koefo waa subjected to a protracted 
cross-examination. 


Tho court room ia crowdsd with spec 


tators, including many young girls and 
young men who attended tho dance. All 
are deeply incoroated in tho trial. Miss 
Clara Morthlaud, who is one of the main 
witnesses at tho trial, is in constant at- 
tendance. She it was who was with 
Tuckar leaving the house when Tucker 
fired the fatal shot, 


From frliluy's Dally, 


Tho probabilities are that all of the 


evidence in the trial of George Tucker 
for the murder of Louis Wilson will be 
submitted to the jury by the close- of 
court this evening. The court room has 
been crowded all day, and witnesses 
who testify linger to hear what the 
others have to say. 


TRURSDAY. AFTERNOON. 


Charles Jones was present at the 


daucu. He saw Tucker and Miss Morth- 
Innd go out, but says Tucker opened the 
door again and stuck his heiid in and 
looked Louis Wilson in tho face. 


Edward Wilson, brother of the dead 


boy, next testified, He was playing for 
theclanco, and uaw Tucker and Miss 
Morthlaud go out. Did not see Louis go 
out but saw Mervin follow them. Ho 
started for the door and got there just 
in time to see Tucker pull down and lire, 
Tucker then leveled the pistol at Mervin 
and oaid, "Stand back, you sou of a 
1) 
.'" He said he saw no quarrel or in- 


dications of violence offered by his broth- 
ers. 
On crosii-examination ho said he 


had had no conversation with Mervin as 
to whether '.ho latter intended to let 
Tucker take tile girl home. 


C-iuesie L»l:e waa tho next witness. 


She testified that she heard Ed Wilson 
ask Mervirj if ho was going to let Tucker 
take "Dore" [Miss Morthland] home. 
Mervin said lie wasn't, whereupon Ed 
said if ho did it would show what 
kind of stuff he was made of. She told 
Tucker that Ida Wilson had told her 
that the boys were laying for him, and 
that Tucker had said ho was prepared 
to protect himself. He then showed her 
the buttof a pistol in his pocket. She 
then asked Tucker if he proposed to 
take Clara home for if he was she was 
going right home for she knew there 
would be trouble. 
She eaid they were 


dancing a set when Tucker and Clara 
went out. 
Louie and Mervin Wilson 


were both dancing- and they left their 
places in the set and quickly followed 
the couple out, Louis getting out first. 
Ed. Wilson was playing the fiddle. He 
stopped and started for the door also. 
He went quickly. Juat as he got in tho 
door the shot waa heard and then they 
all rushed out. 


Dr. E. B. Walston testified as to the 


nature of the wound, and gave it as his 
opinion that the pistol was not more 
than 17 inches from Wilson's face when 
it was fired. 


Mervin Wilson was next examined. 


On direct examination his story of what 
occurred at the dance was practically 
the same as that of the others. He said 
that neither Louia nor himself had 
struck or touched Tucker in any way. 
On cross-examination he said ho had 
gone to Mrs. Bolan'a after Miss Morth- 
land to come to the dance to fill out a 
set, and she said she would not go un- 
less Tucker should come and take her 
home. When asked why he had fol- 
lowed Tucker from the house when he 
started home with Mies Morthland he 
said he thought there was going to be a 
fuss and he went out to see that his 
brother Louis got fair play. 


Mervin Wilson was the last witness 


examined yesterday. During the cross- 
examination of Edward Wilson the de- 
fense sprung a feature of the case which 
was in the nature of a sensation. They 
asked Wilson if it was not a fact that he 
had 
visited hia sister, Ida, on last 


Wednesday night and pulling a check 
from his pocket told her he would give it 
to her if shejtestined aa he wanted her to 
in the case. Thia question was object- 
ed to by the prosecution and tho defense 
said they wished to show tho interost 
witness had in the case and that there 
had been an estrangement between Wil- 
son and his sister on account of this af- 
fair. Miss Wilson has been living at the 
home of Miss Morthland since the trag- 
edy. 
Witness said that he had offered 


to pay his sister's board if she had no 
place to go to and that he had repeated 
that offer Wednesday night. He said 
his sister had asked him for a new cap 
and ha hid told her she didn't need any 
new cap. 


FRIDAY, MARCH 29—FORENOON. 


Oscar Cross, policeman, testified for 


the people that ho assisted in arresting 
Tucker the night of tho shooting. Cap- 
tain Baylor and Officer Mutherapaugh 
went along to Tucker's home in tho 
Oklahoma district. ' They surrounded 
the house, and Baylor went in and got 
Tuckor. Witness and Baylor rodo back 
in a buggy, and Mutherspaugh walked 
along with the prisoner. Dia not find 
any weapon at the house. At police 
headquarters Tucker said he had thrown 
the gun away near Oakland park while 
he was on his way home. 


Captain Baylor testified that Tucker 


had Baid he had thrown the revolver 
away. 


Bert Stevenson, agod 11 years, aon of 


F. L. Stevenson, testified that about 
Feb. 1, while walking along Oakland 
Park, he found • rusty revolver on tho 
ground. He took it borne to his father 
who put it in coal oil to get some of the 
rust off. The father ef witness gave it 
to 
State's Attorney 
Mills. Witness 


identified the revolver ihown as the one 
he had found. 


Here the people rested. Both revol- 


vers were admitted in evidence, the peo- 
ple endeavoring to prove that Tucker 
had two revolvers on hia person the 
night of the shooting. The people con- 
tend that the fatal shot was fired from 
tho revolver the defendant borrowed 
from Oliver Moreland. It was returned 
to Moreland the samo night. 


EVIDENCE l?On THE DEFENSE. 


The first witness for the defense was 


Hoary Daily. He testified in substance 
that he was at a danco at the Morthlaad 
place about u week before the tragedy. 
While tho dance wua going on witness 
saw three of tho Movthland boys out- 
side tho house. 
He heard one of them 


say: Now, when I hit him, don't all 
three of you jump. 
Did not know then 


that Tucker was at the dance, and did 
not know to whom the speaker referred. 
Witness inirnocliataly got his daughter 
and went home. 


Charles Crump, of Maroa, waa at tho 


door with Daily when 
the remark 


quoted was made. Witness wont awuy 
with Duily. 


Donne May testified that the was at 


the dance at tho Wilson homo. 
She 


waa in tho set witb Louis Wilson, who 
was killed. There was no trouble at the 
dance. All were dancing,and the music 
was going when Tucker and Miss Morth- 
land went out together. Witness had 
Louis by the arm when the music stop- 
ped. Louis went out of the door, just 
at tor Tucker left, and then the shot was 
heard. Morvin Wilson followed Louis 
out. After the shot all wont to tho door. 
• Abbie May's evidence waa in substance 
the barno as that of her sister. Sho de- 
scribed whore all the dancer's in hor 
set stood. 
Bosi Daily told substantially the samo 


story. On tha cross-examination Rosa 
said Louis Wilson was in the sot and 
stood nearest tho door. There was noth- 
ing between him and tho door except 
tha SCOT*. Witness saw Tucker and Hiss 
Mortbland go out together. 
Tho door 


was left open, saw Louis Wilson go out, 
taking a bucket with him. Heard the 
shot and all rushed to the door. 


Ida Wilson, sister of tho deceased, tes- 


tified that she had repeated threats of 
violence against Tucker made by her 
brothers. She was cross-eiaminod this 
afternoon. 


Miss Mortaland and Tuckor will bo 


put on the stand thia afternoon. They 
wore the only two witnesses of the trag- 
edy, which took place sixteen feet from 
the door immediately alter Louis, the 
victim, came out. Their evidence will 
no doubt have great weight with the 
jury, due allowance being mado for 
Tucker's personal interest in the case. 


The usual large crowd was in the cir- 


cuit court room this forenoon when the 
triiil of George Tucker for the murder 
of Louie Wilson was resumed. The evi- 
dence of last evening for the defense 
was closed with Clara MorthJand and 
the defendant on the stand. 


Clara Morthland, the girl who was 


with Tucker 
when the shooting oc- 


curred, was placed on the witness stand. 
After relating the story of the events 
of the evening, substantially the same 
as told by other witnesses, she told what 
happened outside. 
When she r.ud the 


defendant passed out of tho doer. Tucker 
went first. As ho stepped off the porch 
Louis and Mervin Wilson ran past her, 
and one of them said, "Get him." As 
they passed her she stopped. Louis 
caught Tucker around his neck or by 
the back of his neck and struck at him 
several times before the shot was fired. 
Me'rvin was standing near by, but she 
could uot say whether or not he had 
hold of Tucker. The remainder of her 
testimony was on the events leading up 
to the night, of the dance and the hear- 
ing from Ida Wilson of the threats made 
by tho boys against Tucker. 


TUCKER'S STORI*. 


George Tucker, the defendant, was 


next put on the stand. He told the story 
of the affair as follows: When I heard 
that there was likely to be trouble I said 
to Dove (Miss Morthland): "Let'sget out 
DOW while they are dancing and keep 
out of tmuble." She said all right and 
went to get her wraps. I went to the 
door and stood there buttoning up my 
coat. As I did so Mervin Wilson left 
his place in the eet and went over and 
said something to Ed. 
Ed stopped 


playing. Aa we went out the door I 
saw Mervin coming toward the door. I 
had just stepped off the porch, when 
Louis and Mervin came out; one of them 
said "There's the g— d— son of a b—" 
Louis grabbed me around the neck with 
his right arm and struck at me with his 


left hand. I warded the blows with my 
arm and then Mervin grabbed me by 
the right sleeve. I then drew the pistol 
and fired. I stepped back and Louis fell 
forward. I then told Mervin to stand 
back, and after that I ran away. 


On cross examination 
Tucker said 


that he changed the pistol from his hip 
pocket to his coat pocket just as he 
stepped off the porch. 
He said that 


when he drew the pistol they were so 
close to him that he could not bring it 
up in front of him but had to throw his 
arm back and swing it up over his 
shoulder and down to the front, which 
would account for the direction taken 
by the bullet which struck Louis in the 
corner of the left eye and ranged down- 
ward. He said he'never before saw the 
rusty pistol produced in court, and that 
the reason he had told the officers that 
he had thrown the gun away was be- 
cauf,e ho didn't want to get Oliver More- 
land, from whom hi; had borrowed it, 
into trouble. He stated that Ida Wil- 
son had told him of her brothers' threats 
to kill him. Ho said he talked to Flat 
Morthland and asked him if ho had any 
objections to him taking his sister home, 
,xnd Flat said he hadiy t but that if any- 
one weut wroug with her he ivould pro- 
tect her. 


The defouse closed at this point. 


REBUTTAL FOR THE ST.VTt. 


The people have presented a number 


of witnesses in the attempt to break 
down tho testimony given by 
Miss 


Morthlaud aud Miss Wilson. 


E. \V. Audorsou, who was the clerk at 


the inquest on the body of Wilson, testi- 
fied. Ho was called for the purpose of 
showing that at the inquest Miss Morth- 
land testified that the only movement 
Louis Wilson made toward Tucker was 
to lay his hand on his shoulder, that she 
had felt a revolver in Tucker's pocket 
whou sho was dancing with him, and 
that Ida Wilson had said she had not 
invited Tuckor to the dance. All of 
thoso things Iho Colonel thought he re- 
membered fairly well, but when cross- 
examined by the defense ho was not so 
sure. Tha defense demanded the pro- 
duction of the written testimony taken 
before the coroner in 
the Colonel's 


hand-writing. When this was produced 
it was fouud written down that Miss 
Morthland testified that Louis "grabbed 
hold" uf Tucker. 


SATURDAY, MARCH 30, 


More evidence was offered to-day in 


rebuttal by the People. 
Coroner Ben- 


dure, Dr. H. D. Heil, Dr. E. B. Walston, 
Officer Mutherspaugh and others testi- 
fied, mainly to show to what certain 
witnesses had testified at the coroner's 
inquest. 
Ida Wilson was put on the 


stand by tho defense to say that sho 
came down to the inquest with ono of 
her brothers. 


ARGUMENTS. 


Tho jury are now listening to the ad- 


dresses of tho attorneys in the case. Mr. 
Mills opened for tho prosecution, and 
Attorneys Johns and Gray will follow 
for tho defense. Attorney Loforgeo will 
close for tho People. 
Ho may not apeak 


until after 7 o'clock this evening, 
Pos- 


sibly a verdict, will be reached to-night. 
The People think they have made out a 
good case. They say the killing is not 
denied, and that in tho plea of self 
defense in law it falls upon the defense 
to offer tho burden of proof that Tucker 
was in groat bodily danger at the time 
he fired the fatal shot. 
The defense 


think they have doue that in tho testi- 
mony of Miss Morthland and Tucker 
himself. Both sworo that Louis Wilson 
grabbed at or laid hold of the defendant 
as he was about to leavo the premises, at 
a point 1C foot from the door of the house
